Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner explained to Mr Landau that her interpretation of the 
claims and of Kurtz et al, required only that the electrical interface be in the protected enclosure. As electrical interface 
95,96 and wires 93 of Kurtz et al are within protected enclosure 14, Kurtz et al meets the daim limitations. Mr. Landau 
indicated that he would amend the claims to require possibly the connection of the wires with the ballast to be within 
the enclosure. The Examiner infonned Mr. Landau that such an amendment, if supported by the specification, would 
overcome the rejection of record, but would not rule out a rejection using Kurtz et al with a tertiary reference. 
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
